Entomological journeyings in Western China and Kastern Tibet, illustrated 
with lantern slides. 


[ Abstract. | 


Between the rolling grasslands of the Tibetan Plateau and the plains and 
low hills of the Red Basin of Szechuan, there lies a tangle of steep and rugged 
mountains where the tributaries of the Yangtse River flow in deep gorges and 
the peaks rise to twenty-five thousand feet. In addition to the great range of 
temperature due to altitude, there is also a considerable difference in rainfall, 
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the most eastern slopes of the mountains catching the greater part of the 
monsoon rains, and the western slopes being drier. These variations of climate 
are accompanied by a great diversity of plant and animal life, and the human 
population is also very varied. 

In the lowlands rice is cultivated, and the very interesting culture of Coccus 
pela is practised for the sake of its wax. Warm temperate rain forest clothes 
the lower slopes of the mountains; higher are deciduous and coniferous forests 
like those of Europe. In these forests tigers, monkeys, and brown bears are 
found, and many almost sub-tropical butterflies. Above the tree-line are big 
areas of bamboo scrub, the haunt of the giant panda. Higher still, in the 
Tibetan grasslands, there is an abundance of alpine flowers, with Parnassvus 
and other mountain butterflies.
